Wheeling, W. Va , August B.— Twen- 
ty deputy sheriffB armed with riot 
guns were rushed to the Fort Pitt coal 
mine south of Bellalrc, olilo. near 
here, thiii forenoon, followlMK receipt 
of reports of a clash between striking 
miners believed to be led by radical 
agitators and other more conBorvatlvc 
workmen. Early reports were that 
noting broke out after the strikers re- 
fuibed to permit the other miners to 
work. 

According to reports received here 
the strikers who are demanding a six- 
hour day and large wage increases, at- 
tacked non-«trtklng workers as they 
were about to enter the mine this 
nu rnlng. The situation it la said, got 
bryond control of the Bellalre author- 
ities and a hurried appeal was made 
to the ahertS of Belmont county for 
aid. Advicea just before noon said 
further trouble waa expected. 

The strikers are said to have been 
agitated by Bolshevist agents and to 
have formed a radical organisation. 

When the deputies arrived on the 
serine the strikers, numbering more 
then 200 incn, retreated beyond gun- 
shot and appeared to be planning to 
make a stand and reports ronelved 
here shortly after noon aald n pitched 
buttle between the miners and depu 
ties was expected. Sheriff John Os- 
bcrne, of Belmont county, who was on 
the scene, said he had given his men 
orciers to shoot to kill and not wastp 
any ammunition If attacked

*ln m* work, u hi the wait of 
farming or In any other bssiaess or 
profession, there will always ho Ml- 
uree, but we do not Judge the Whele 
Industry or the profession from a few 
fallureR alone. We Judge the work 
niore by Its actual accomplishments In 
many sections and as to whether, as a 
whole, It has given satisfactory ser- 
viie. On thlB basis the codnty agent 
movement has succeeded." 

"The county agent is becoming more 
and more the hub of the agricultural 
wheel, about which revolve the var- 
ious personal and Joint farm activities 
o! the county. He Is not so much an 
adviser as he is the "bandy man" of 
the community whom and by whom 
farmers are brought to their mutual 
adrantage." 

"The county agent baa discarded the 
old notion of soma that yon-must reach 
do%n, grab the farmer by the aorult 
of the neck, and yank him out of the 
mire of Igonrance and bad methods. 
He follows a different system. He 
shows the way whereby the farmer 
can lift himself up tai a self-respecting 
manner and not feel like a mendicant 
He makes plain the way, and It Is up 
to the farmer to follow as an Individ 
uel and as a part and parcel of hir 
community. This Is not only niaklnp 
farming ;nore profitable and desirable, 
bi't It makes for better effort, better 
schools, and bolter lives."
